REAT BRITAIN and France

machine-gunning last Monday of 
Guernica, “sacred city” of the 
Basques, and cradle of their in- 
dependence, French Foreign 
Minister Yvon Delbos told the 
Senate Foreign Affairs Com- 
mission today. 

The inquiry, he said, will be 
conducted by consular agents, 
and it will seek to establish 
| whether German planes carried 
ouf the raid. The Basques say 
the planes were German. About 
800 persons were killed. 

Insurgents say the Basques 
fired their own town. It now is 
in insurgent hands. German of- 
ficials have denied that German 
flyers took part in the air raid.

PARIS, April 30.—France, pos- 
sibly in collaboration with Great 
Britain, will help to evacuate the 
civilian population of Bilbao, high 
Government officials indicated to- 
day. There are 300,000 civilians in 
Bilbao, including 150,000 women 
and children. 

“You can rest assured all neces- 
gary measures to proceed with the 
evacuation are being taken,” mem- 
bers of the Senate Foreign Af- 
fairs Commission said Yvon Delbos, 
Foreign Minister, told them. 

“Civilians should no longer be 
subjected to the threat of bombard- 
ment or capture py Mola’s forces 
(the insurgent Northern army un- 
der Gen. Emilio Mola) which it is 
feared may happen soon,” Delbos 
added. 

Under the French evacuation 
plan, it was said, non-combatant 
refugees would be repatriated as 
soon as normal conditions were re- 
stored in Spain. Delbos did not 
specify when the evacuation would 
start or what ships would be used. 
He said France and Great Britain 
agreed, however, that measures 
must be taken to remove Bilbao’s 
thousands of noncombatants. 

Conferences With British. 

A person close to the Premier 
declared French officials were con- 
ferring with British Foreign Office 
authorities “with a view to common 
action inspired solely by the high 
call of humanity.” 

The Government’s move followed 
a request from the National Com- 
mittee of the People’s Front—the 
combined Leftist parties supporting 
Blum—that France help to evac- 
uate civilians immediately from the 
Basque capital and provide shelter 
in France. 

The committee proposed sending 
an “effectively protected” French 
ship to Bilbao and the use of force 
against the insurgent blockade, if 
necessary. 
Political sources said the commit- 
tee’s demand for French aid in the 
evacuation reflected the Govern- 
ment’s own wish. 

London's Proposal. 

The London Government already 
had agreed to give haven to 
a “limited number” of children 
from Bilbao. It had not said what 
help Britain would providé in the 
proposed evacuation, insisting first 
On agreement between the Spanish 
belligerents to make the evacuation 
possible. 

Insurgent approval of such an 
agreement was considered unlikely 
in French political circles, since it

MADRID, April 30-—The rebel 
bombardment of Madrid continued 
today.

Because May day is expected to 
be the occasion of an intense bom- 
bardment tomorrow there will be 
no parades.

The simultaneous raids occurred 
just as the programs were closing 
at the Oxford, Minsky’s and the 
Star, after stenographers accom- 
panied by Geoghan’s assistants had 
taken. down the dialogue of the 
shows. : 

Those taken into custody were 
charged with violating the section 
of the penal code relating to inde- 
cent performances. | 

Clergy of the city, including Pat- 
rick Cardinal Hayes, recently have 
condemned the burlesque shows. 
They urged License Commissioner 
Paul Moss to refuse to renew the 
permits of the city’s 14 burlesque 
theaters and to deny the applica- 
tions of three newcomers. Permits 
expire tonight. 

After a dozen spokesmen for 
church and civic organizations had 
denounced burlesque as a breeder 
of crime and immorality, at a hear- 
ing before Commissioner Moss, 
an attorney representing several 
theaters challenged the Commis- 
sioner’s authority to withhold the 
licerises. 

The attorney, Jacob I. Goodstein, 
contended Moss’ power extended 
only to the theater buildings, and 
not to the performances. 

A letter from Cardinal Hayes, 
read by Commissioner Moss, said 
burlesque was “disgraceful and per- 
nicious” and expressed a hope that 
the hearing would have a “salutary 
effect.” 

Appearing in defense of burlesque 
was Thomas J. Phillips, who said 
he had been a burlesque actor for 
30 years and had married a girl in 
the profession. He said that boot- 
leg shows and smokers would take 
the place of burlesque if the 
theaters were closed. 

The Burlesque Artists’ Associa- 
tion, for which he said he spoke, 
estimated that 1200 persons would 
be thrown out of work by an ad- 
verse decision, including per- 
formers, stage hands, musicians and 
office workers. Chorus girls re- 
ceive an average of $26 a week and 
principals $50 upward.

Ml CONDEMNS 
GOURT PLAN, FOR 
CHEK ON LABOR 


Amendments to Wagner 
Act to Define ‘‘Unlaw- 
ful’? Union Practices. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 30. — The 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 


terday, disapproved President 
Roosevelt’s proposal to revamp the 
Supreme Court today and called 
for amendments to the Wagner 
labor act defining “unlawful” labor 
practices. 

Other resolutions adopted at the 
closing session demanded an end to 
Federal work relief, rigorous con- 
trol of congressional appropriations 
and administrative spending, early 
balancing of the budget and a start 
on retiring the public debt. 

In its court resolution the cham- 
ber said “the judicial department 
must remain free and independent.” 

The chamber unanimously elected 
a new president, George H. Davis, 
banker, farmer and merchant of 
Kansas City. He succeeds Harper 
Sibley, who declined to be a candi- 
date for a third term. John W. 
O’Leary, Chicago, was elected chair- 
man of the executive committee and 
Robert B. Fleming, Washington, re- 
named treasurer. Six vice-presi- 
dents also were chosen. 

The Chamber’s labor resolution 
proposed that the board of directors 
immediately seek an amendment to 
the National Labor Relations Act 
“defining labor practices which are 
unlawful when engaged in by em- 


ployes, employers or other persons.” 


Responsibility of Unions. 
The Chamber did not specifically 
mention a proposed bill to compel 
labor unions to incorporate, but it 
said legislation should be urged to 
“establish responsibility for the acts 
of labor organizations.”

On ‘social security the Chamber 
said the present act should be 
amended to retain for 10 years the 
first 1 per cent rate of taxes on 
employers’ payrolls and employes’ 
wages. Subsequently, it contended, 
tax rates should be adjusted to a

Survey of St. Louis Given Plan 
Commission Problem of 
Downtown Area. 


Thirty per cent of the land in St. 
Louis on which buildings stand is 
occupied by one-family dwellings, 
the City Plan Commission was in- 
formed yesterday in a report pre- 
pared by WPA workers under su- 


pervision of Harland Bartholomew, 
engineer for the commission, 

The study included all property 
in St. Louis except that which is 
vacant or o¢cupied by parks, streets 
or alleys. Ot the total remaining, 

6,465 square feet, 297,135,357 
square feet, or 30 per cent, is occu- 
pied by one-family dwellinge. The 
remainder of the area is divided as 
follows: industrial property, 218, 
342,011 square feet, or 23 per cent; 
public and semipublic buildings, 
150,936,429 square feet, or 15 per 
cent; two-family dwellings, 111,829,- 
616 square feet, or 12 per cent; mul- 
tiple dwellings, 108,798,878 square 
feet, or 11 per cent, and commer- 
cial buildings, including hotels, 70,- 
634,174 square feet or 8 per cent. 

Also included was a study of the 
area absorbed for various purposes 
in the 20-year period from 1915 to 
1935, showing that during that peri- 
od 41 per cent of all the area ab- 
sorbed was for one-family dwellings 
and 13 per cent for commercial 
uses, 

Forty-two per cent of the land 
absorbed for various purposes each 
year the report stated, is used for 
one-family dwellings; 16.3 per cent 
for industrial uses; 13.8 per cent for 
commercial property; 12.1 per cent 
for multiple dwellings; 9.7 per cent 
for two-family dwellings, and 6.1/ 
per cent for public and semi-public 
institutions. 

Bartholomew told the commis- 
sion that something should be done 
to check the rapid decentralization 
of the downtown section. He sug- 
gested no specific measure, but aft- 
er the meeting told reporters he 
thought some method of adjust- 
ment of assessments might be 
worked out, whereby a lower as- 
sessment would be given builders of 
new property in the downtown sec- 
tion to stimulate new construction 
in that district. 

President William L. Mason of 
the Board of Aldermen said that 
he believed lessening of the smoke 
nuisance would help rebuild the 
downtown section, but Bartholomew 
said that he thought the greatest 
need was construction of new 
buildings. He pointed out that 
most of the buildings east of Jef- 
ferson avenue are 75 years old or 
more.

QUARTER NOTABLY 
ABOVE 1936 PERIOD 


Increases in Industrial Con- 
sumption of Electricity, 
Postal Receipts and 
Freight Traffic. 


Business activity in the Highth 
Federal Reserve District, expand- 
ing in March and early April, 
reached “the highest levels thus far 
in the recovery movement,” the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank states 
in its monthly report issued today. 

“Taken as a whole,” the report 
gays, “commerce and industry dur- 
ing the first quarter showed notable 


improvement over the first three 
months of 1936, as reflected by 
larger volume of commodity distri- 
bution, both wholesale and retail, 
increased industrial production, 
heavier freight movements, higher 
industrial employment and payrolls, 
expanded construction activity, and 
larger profits and incomes.” : 

Retail trade for March is report- 
ed as 21.5 per cent greater than in 
the same month of 1936, and cumu- 
lative sales for the first quarter as 
13.2 per cent over the like period 
of 1936. : 

Wholesale and jobbing sales vol- 
ume likewise increased over the 
figures of the previous year, the 
report says, and in the hardware 
line the March volume was the 
highest for any month since Octo- 
ber, 1929. 

March activities in the iron and 
steel industry are reported as at the 
highest rate for a month since 
1930, with the statement that some 
plants have stepped up their work- 
ing schedules since April 1. Coal 
production, lead and zinc produc- 
tion and lumbering showed gains. 

Electricity and Freight. 

Industrial consumption of elec- 
tricity was 16 per cent more than 
in March, 1936. Postal receipts for 
the quarter were 5.5 per cent over 
the same period of 1936. Collections 
are reported as comparing favor- 
ably with a year ago. 

Freight traffic of railroads is re- 
ported as larger in March and early 
April than in any similar period 
since 1931. Grain and grain prod- 
ucts were the only exception to in- 
creased freight handling. Miscel- 
laneous freight movement in the 
first quarter was “approximately 
one-fourth greater” than a year be- 
fore. Federal Barge Line tonnage, 
however, had a 6 per cent decrease 
as to March, and was 12 per cent 
less for the quarter than a year 
before. 

Permits for new building con- 
struction in March exceeded those 
of March, 1936, by 134 per cent 
in value, and in the first quarter 
were 15.6 per cent over the first 
quarter of 1936. 

Weather and Agriculture. 

“Weather conditions to mid- 
April,” it is stated, “were in the 
main.unfavorable to growth and 
development of crops and agricul- 
tural operations generally. Soil 
preparation and planting of spring 
crops are almost universally be- 
hind the seasonal schedule, but 
there remains ample time for com- 
pleting these operations, and, with 
average weather to harvest, favor- 
able results may be obtained. Farm- 
ers have been greatly encouraged 
by the high level of prices of farm 
products and are formulating their 
spring programs with a consider- 
able degree of optimism. 

“This fact is emphasized by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture’s estimates of planting in- 
tentions, and heavy purchasing of 
fertilizers and farm equipment. 
There has been a moderate but gen- 
eral increase in demand for farms 
and farm labor, Wage schedules 
paid to farm hands as of April 1 
were reported 11 per. cent above 
@ year ago.”

Average Temperature During 
Month 55 Degrees, One 
Below Normal. 


The average temperature in St. 
Louis during April was 55 degrees, 
only one degree below normal of 
56, but it was the wettest April 
here since 1929 and had the heav- 
jest rainfall in any 24-hour period 
since last September. 

Total precipitation for the month 
was 6 inches, 2.19 inches above 
normal of 3.81, and more than twice 


the amount of rainfall in April, 
1936, when total preciiptation was 
2.8 inches. The heavy rainfall this 
April did much to bring the aver- 
age for the first four months of the 
year to 2.29 inches above normal 
for that period. Heaviest rainfall 
came on April 20 and 21, when a 
fall of 2.57 inches was recorded 
in 24 hours. This was the heaviest 
since last Sept. 1, when 2.63 inches 
fell during the day. 

During the early part of the 
month, from April 5 to 11, there 
was a period of cold weather, with 
temperatures averaging 45.1 or 8 
degrees below normal. April 25 and 
26 were unusually cold, the tem- 
peratures for these two days being 
18 degrees below normal. 

There were five unusually warm 
days, the warmest being April 17, 
with a maximum official tempera- 
ture of 89 degrees during the after- 
noon. The highest on record for 
any day in April was in 1930, when 
® maximum of 93 was recorded. 

Roscoe Nunn, official forecaster, 
said that the cold weather early in 
the month -had retarded vegetation 
to some extent, but favorable con- 
ditions during the past two weeks 
had improved the situation. The 
crop situation, he said, was gen- 
erally good, and the fruit prospects 
were unusually promising. 

There was no snow during April, 
but sleet fell on April 5 and 25 and 
hail on April 14. There were 17 
rainy days, with thunderstorms on

CHARGES DISMISSED

East Side slot machine operators 
waited to testify on behalf of the 
defense. 

Cross-examiination of three of the 
four State witnesses by defense 
counsel had brought out that two 
slot machines were among the loot 
taken from the tavern, although the 
indictments mentioned only cash 
and a pistol as the articles taken. 
The slot machine operators, who 
had brought their records into 
court, under a defense subpena 
duces tecum, were Ed Pohlman and 
Tommy Reay. Pohiman also is a 
wholesale liquor dealer. 

Confessions Rejected. 
Dismissal of the charges was en- 
tered by Assistant State’s Attorney 
R. V. Gustin after Circuit Judge 
Maurice V. Joyce refused to admit 
police testimony of oral confessions 
by the defendants, The latter were 
Harry Williamson of East St. Louis 
and John Kompare and Walter Ga- 
jaczak of Joliet. Police announced 
the three were to be turned over 
to Joliet police on a pending “hold” 
order, 

Mr. and Mrs. Herbert E. Tawney, 
proprietors of the tavern at Twen- 
ty-third street and St. Clair avenue, 
had testified they found the place 
looted the morning of last July 4, 
with $50 missing from a cash draw- 
er and a $25 pistol gone. Gustin 
didn’t ask about any other loot, but 
the defense attorney brought out 
that the slot machines also were 
missing. 

Ollie Pennybaker, 2921 Ohio ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, testified he 
walked into the place after the bur- 
glars broke in, thinking it was 
open for business, and was forced 
to lie down with his head under a 
cot. He could not identify anyone, 
but, on cross-examination, said he 
saw one slot machine removed and 
heard another dragged out. 

Tells of Slot Machines. 

Walter Vincent, Night Chief of 
Police for the East St. Louis Park 
Board, testified he arrested Wil- 
liamson and Kompare in an auto- 
mobile Sept. 9, with two slot ma- 
chines and four pistols in a bag, one 
of them the Tawneys’. Gajaczak 
was arrested later on statements by 
the other two, Vincent testified. 

After the defense objected to ad- 
mission of the confessions, the jury 
was removed and the defendants 
testified they made statements only 
after beatings by police and that 
the Tawney pistol had been put 
into the bag by the officers. Vin- 
cent and other policemen denied 
these charges but Judge Joyce 
ruled the confession testimony out, 
whereupon Gustin entered the dis- 
missal. 5 

Gustin told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he “didn’t think” the State 
could have made a case without 
the confession testimony. Inas- 
much as the defendants are wanted 
in Joliet, anyhow, I don’t think 
it was a serious matter to dismiss 
the charges,” he added. 

Frequent Complaint. 

Widespread operation of slot ma- 
chines in St. Clair County has been 
the subject of frequent complaint 
by civic organizations, but little 
has been done by authorities to 
prosecute operators. 

East St. Louis police, in prepar- 
ing reports of burglaries in which 
slot machines are .mong the loot, 
customarily omit reference to the 
illegal devices in the main report 
and attach a separate report de- 
scribing the contraband. Thus, 
when the police report is submit- 
ted to the grand jury, the attached 
slip is not necessarily included,

They have been represented in the 
oligarchy even by Ministers. 

At the time of the Vatican Con- 
cordat, Mussolini satisfactorily reg- 
ulated the status of Jewish com- 
munities. In 1932 his own paper, 
Populo d'Italia commented on the 
number of mixed marriages: “This 
shows the practical non-existence of 
an anti-Semitic movement in Italy 
and proves the perfect equality 
among all Italians regardless of re- 
mote descent.” : , 

The recent reversal in attitude to- 
ward Jews expressed in the news- 
papers may be merely an impetu- 
ous campaign instigated by a few 
extremists but obviously the Gov- 
ernment lends approval if not en- 
couragement as the press is closely 
censored. 
Natural to Fascism. 

It is likely this marks the be- 
ginning of an attempt to oust Jews 
from public positions. Opposition 
to Jews is natural in the develop- 
ment of a nationalistic state which 
exalts the idea of patriotism in 
contrast to world brotherhood, 
Probably the Italian attitude is 
prompted by strenuous world wide 
Jewish opposition to national So- 
cialism in Germany and Fascism in 
general.

500 GUESTS AT BANQUETS

Some Employes at Providence Ho- 
tel Walk Out at Unexpected 
Hour. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 30.— 
Five hundred guests, gathered for 
two banquets at the Narragansett 
Hotel here last night, unexpected- 
ly had to serve themselves cafe- 
teria style when the hotel employes 
went on strike.

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MAY RELIEF APPROPRIATION 
PASSED BY STATE SENATE 


Resolution Providing $250,000 Al- 
ready Approved by House; 
$117,000 for St. Louis, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 30.— 
The resolution for an emergency 
relief appropriation of $250,000 for 
May was passed by the Senate to- 
day. The House has already ap- 
proved the resolution. 

A balance of $100,000 from previ- 
ous emergency relief appropriations 
will be available also for State di- 
rect relief purposes during next 
month. The resolution also pro- 
vides for the appropriation of $60,- 
000 for administrative expenses for 
March, April and May. 

Wallace Crossley, State director 
of relief, said St. Louis would re- 
ceive about one-third, or $117,000, 
of the May funds. The city esti- 
mated its relief costs for May 
would amount to approximately 
$300,000, of which 60 per cent was 


expected to be obtained from State 


funds, The city’s allotment, how- 
ever, will be about $63,000 short of 
what was requested. 

The Legislature previously ap- 
proved emergency relief appropria- 
tions totaling $1,600,000 for the first 
four months of this year. The bien- 
nial relief appropriation bill, which 
has not been introduced, will prob- 
ably call for the expenditure of 
$10,000,000 for that purpose. 


FINDS ‘OCEAN REFRIGERATOR’ 
LIES IN DAVIS STRAITS 


Coast Guard Officer Tells How Ice- 
bergs Are Carried Into 
Steamer Lanes. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—An 
“ocean refrigerator” which helps 
to keep the North Atlantic cold and 
to carry icebergs into the steamer 
lanes has been discovered between 
Labrador and Greenland. 

Commander E. H. Smith of the 
Coast Guard ice patrol told the 
American Geophysical Union that 
this “refrigerator” is a mass of 
quiet water between the West 
Greenland current, which flows 
northwé@rd, and the Labrador cur- 
rent, flowing southward along the 
North American coast. 

About 2,600,000 cubic yards of 
water flows every second into the 
quiet area and disappears, Com- 
mander Smith says. Temperature 
measurements and soundings 
showed part of the water sinks 
slowly, becoming heavier and cold- 
er, until it reaches the ocean floor. 
There it was found to flow out 
again because of the great pres- 
sure. 

Another part of the water also 
exhibited strange behavior, Com- 
mander Smith said. This 
moving northward from the tropics, 


becomes gradually saltier because. 


of evaporation. When it reaches 
the “refrigerator” area it makes an 
abrupt dive toward the ocean floor. 

The ocean area in which this 
phenomenon occurs is known as 
Davis Straits.

Rodolfo Sanchez Taboada of the 
northern territory of Lower Cali- 
fornia, who expropriated 98,255 
acres of Colorado River Land Co. 
property for distribution under the 
agrarian program, was upheld to- 
day by presidential decrees pub- 
lished in the official gazette. 

No authoritative estimate was 
available of the value of the lands 
which were apportioned among 
1943 peasants in the rich Mexicali 
area, 

The expropriations so far have 
taken about one-seventh of the 
American company’s holdings under 
a concession which dates from 1928. 

The seizures have been going on 
for two months despite the organ- 
ization’s protest that its contract 
for colonization, signed in April, 
1936, guaranteed it against agrarian 
sub-division. The expropriations 
were made under a decree issued 
by President Lazaro Cardenas at 
Oaxaca last March 14.

The 
present arrangement has a card 
each for meat, bread, eggs, potatoes, 
bearing the name of the month and 
the numbers of the days in that 
month. 

When a full ration of the article 
for the household has been obtained 
on a given date, this is punched 
out. This eliminates the possibility 
of hoarding, as no house can buy 
on any date more than the quantity 
announced as officially available on 
that date. 

Up to the present only bread has 
needed to be strictly limited in ra- 
tion. Other foods are obtainable in 
reasonable amounts, and the cards 
must be presented for their pur- 
chase. ‘There are fresh vegetables 
in apparently unlimited quantity. 
Tobacco has almost entirely disap- 
peared, but is classified as a luxury, 
and therefore is not rationed. 

The city is filled with refugees, 
most of them from Madrid, the ma- 
jority children. They are receiving 
excellent care and attention, both 
from official organizations and 
from individuals who have offered 
their homes. Food, clothing, 
schools and entertainment are lib- 
erally provided, the idea being to 
prevent their painful experiences 


‘from handicapping normal childish 


development. 

Barcelona and the surrounding 
district have wisely seen that 
trained factory workers are of more 
value in supplying the army than 
in leaving their machines in order 
to become actual fighters. For this 
reason, although the vast majority 
of workers have volunteered to un- 
dergo military training, for the 
present they are bending their ef- 
forts to the increase of production, 
especially in materials of war. Sev- 
eral factories which work 40 hours 
weekly as their legal task have 
given 20 extra hours of labor with- 
out remuneration as their contribu- 
tion toward the necessary muni- 
tions.

year. 
In discussions of the fruitlessness 
of the efforts to permit grand jury 
Inspection of the ballots in the river 
front bond issue election the as- 
sertion has been made frequently 
that no good could result from de- 
struction of the ballots until after 
the statute of limitation had run 
on election frauds, and that the 
only effect of such a law is to pro- 
tect election crooks from punish- 
ment for their crimes. 

Another Weakening Provision.

“There are not six men in the 
Senate today who would vote for 
the court plan if political pressure 
were removed,” the Senator said. 

Wheeler called upon the club- 
women to pass their resolution and“ 
tell some of our weak-kneed Con- 
gressmen and Senators how you 
stand on the issue.” 

“I say shame on this administra- 
tion,” he added. “They don’t want 
an infusion of new blood, They 
want a transfusion of blood that 
matches their own.” 

Applause greeted the Senator’s 
remark that, while he had opposed 
confirmation of Chief Justice 
Hughes, “I owe him an apology be- 
cause he’s been one of the greatest 
Justices we've ever had.” 


CHIANG GETS GLORY, 
ANOTTCR bor WORK 


Lin Sen Discharges Unspectac- 
ular Duties of Figure Head 
of Chinese State. 


By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, China, April 30. — 
While Gen. Chiang Kai-shek makes 
headlines by his exploits in war, re- 
bellion and political crises, Lin Sen, 
the one-time American missionary 
pupil and San Francisco Chinatown 
resident, receives foreign diplomats, 
2i-gun salutes, plants memorial 
trees and discharges the other dig- 
nified but unspectacular duties of 
the figure head of the Chinese 
state. 

A few years ago Gen. Chiang had 
both the power and the glory, until 
jealous rivals forced him to relin- 
quish the chairmanship of the Na- 
tional Government (the republic has 
no President), and to choose for 
the titular chieftainship one who 
would be too old to be ambitious 
and who would have neither polit- 
ical responsibility nor executive au- 
thority. 

Factions Chose Lin Sen. 

To fill this new post, varying Na- 
tionalist factions had little difficul- 
ty agreeing on Lin Sen, whose age 
is around 70. One of the earliest 
and least conspicuous of the Re- 
publican revolutionaries (he helped 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen organize anti-anar- 
chica] sentiment among Chinese in 
California), Lin Sen has always 
been a party regular. 

Initiating no new movements, 
commanding no armies, participat- 
ing in no factional intrigues, he 
made no enemies; helped by a repu- 
tation for proficiency in the art of 
writing Chinese characters, he 
moved serenely into the ranks of 
elder statesmen. 

The ranking official of the Gov- 
ernment, Lin Sen goes about the 
business of lending dignity and 
prestige to state occasions with less 
fanfare of pomp and circumstance 
than many a minor provincial Mag- 
istrate. In his limousine of state, 
Chairman Lin Sen,rides through the 
streets of the capital unaccompa- 
nied except by a chauffeur and a 
footman. For him there are none 
of the bodyguards who are the 24 
hour-a-day companions of the 
“strong men” of party and army. 

Seclusion in Medieval Tower.

Only a few. hours earlier, the 
House approved the legislation— 
which was a compromise between 
conflicting bills previously passed 
by the two chambers. 

Members of the old Senate Muni- 
tions Committee were joined by all 
Republicans, but Senator Borah of 
Idaho, in voting against the broad 
discretionary power granted by the 
bill to the President to decide 
whether Americans shall trade with 
belligerents in : future war. This 
group contended that no neutrality 
law was better than a discretionary 
one. Senator Nye (Rep.), North 
Dakota, former chairman of the 
Munitions Committee, served notice 
he would start a campaign imme- 
diately to make the bill’s “cash and 
carry” plan mandatory. 

Provisions of Bill. 

Senator Borah voted for the bill 
because of its discretionary author- 
ity in connection with the “cash 
and carry” plan. He said that the 
policy would never be invoked. 
Senator Johnson (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, opposed the legislation on 
the theory that it held out false 
hope of security from war. 
The “cash and carry” clause 
would give the President discretion- 
ary power during the next two 
years to prohibit shipment of any 
goods to warring nations until title 
to them has been transferred to 
the purchasers, who would pay 
cash. 

The chief executive also could 
prohibit shipments to belligerents 
on American vessels. 

The legislation would make per- 
manent the present temporary law 
placing embargoes on munitions ex- 
ports to belligerents and prohibit- 
ing loans to them. 

Americans would be forbidden to 
travel on belligerent ships and the 


arming of American vessels trading 
with belligerents would be pro- 
hibited. 

Pittman’s Explanation of Bill. 


The Senate laid aside all other 
business when a conference report 
containing thé legislation arrived 
from the House, Senator Pittman, 
(Dem.), Nevada, explained it. 

He said a provision against col- 
lection of funds in this country for 
medical supplies, food and cloth- 
ing would apply only to partisan 
organizations and not to agencies 
like the Red Cross which admin- 
ister their own funds and give relief 
to both sides. A special permit for 
solicitation of funds would be nec- 
essary, 

Johnson told the Senate the neu- 
trality measure was adopted in “re- 
sponse to an emotional urge.” Con- 
tending it would confer on the 
President the power to declare war, 
he exclaimed “I will not add that 
to the many powers he now has.” 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan asserted the revised meas- 
ure “transfers a considerable por- 
tion of the war making powers of 
Congress to the President and is a 
long step in the wrong direction.” 

“No matter how courageous a 
President might he rejecting self- 
ish considerations,” Vandenberg 
said, “it would be next to im- 
possible to interrupt a profitable 
war commerce once it had begun.” 

Majority Leader Robinson said 
the conference report was “on the 
whole a better bill than those which 
passed either the House or the 
Senate.” 

“Every provision was intended to 
put the United States in a better 
position to maintain the peace of 
our people in event of war between 
foreign nations,“ he contended,

CAMBRIAN ERA LAND PLANT 
FOSSIL FOUND IN SWEDEN 


Discovery by Harvard Scientist 
Doubles Known Ages of Such 


By the Associated Press, 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 30.— 
Discovery of the remains of the 


world’s oldest land plant, a fos- 
silized shoot of the Cambrian era, 
500,000,000 years ago, was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Har- 
vard Botanical Museum, 

William C. Darrah, research cur- 
ator at the museum, described the 
plant as probably a green shoot 
without leaves or flowers. It was 
discovered, he said, in specimens 
of black oil shale from Sweden. 

The discovery, he said, substan- 
tially doubles the known age of 
higher plant forms on earth, pre- 
vious evidence having indicated 
plant life first emerged from water 
in the uppermost Silurian period, 


approximately 300,000,000 years ago. 


A new process, perfected by Darrah, 
made possible identification of the 
Cambrian plant. He explained it 
now was possible to peel a trans- 
parent cross-section, one twenty-five 
thousandths of an inch thick, from 
a fossil for microscopic study. A 
cross section showed tiny plant 
spores barely visible to the naked 
eye. They were coated with wax, he 
said, which made them impervious 
to water and almost impervious to 
decay.

Several bills have been introduced in 
the Missouri Legislature providing for the 
creation of such agencies and to enable 
them to avail themselves of the grants 
and loans of the Federal Government to 
be offered under this act. For this great 
State to refuse to take advantage of such 

an extraordinary opportunity to rehabili- 

tate the slum districts would be sheer 

madness. A formidable conflict arises, 

however, in the methods to be applied in 
the solution of the problem. 

The most potent opposition is offered 
by organized real estate interests, who 
argue with sincerity and deep concern, 
that the Government has no moral right 
to sponsor huge housing projects in com- 
petition with private business, which 
would suffer gravely as a consequence, In 
my opinion, the position of the realty in- 
. terests is untenable. In the field of low- 
income housing, the Government would 
not compete in the slightest degree with 
private interests, as private capital has 
consistently and justly refused to reha- 
*bilitate blighted sections. Even private 
philanthropy has contributed little to 

e improvement of shelter for the low- 
est of our population. Countless 
slums, with their challenging problems of 
congestion, —— disease and the 
oppressive cost N peration to the mu- 
nicipal governments, have survived sev- 
eral glamourous real estate booms, and 
decades of city growth. Where was pri- 
vate capital all these years while the 
blighted areas were spreading like can- 
cers in the very heart of our urban com- 
munities? It was quite naturally in- 
vesting its assets in more promising 
fields. 

In the last analysis, slum clearance and 
the rehabilitation of our decadent areas 
are tasks for governmental agencies— 
national, state and local—to cope with. If 
a scientifically organized and well unified 
attack on slums were immediately 
launched throughout the country, it would 
help arrest the gradual depopulation of | 
the central sections of our large cities, in 
addition to elevating the status of mil- 
lions of our people. The highest inter- 
ests of our citizenry demand that the 
Wagner bill be passed by Congress at 
once. Housing has indeed become a great 
national emergency.

The troubles of Taft with 


BOSS TOM PULLS THE STRINGS. —

Not a wheel turned. There was some furtive jug- 
gling in committee, but the results were nil. 

Then Boss Tom Pendergast of Kansas City gave 
the nod. Immediately, the Legislature became 3 
whirlwind of furious action such as had not been 
seen at this session, and rarely in its history save in 
the gravest emergency. Permanent registration sud- 
denly became the livest topic at Jefferson City, and 
legislators are scrambling to rush a bill to passage. 


he had heard the emphatic public demand for perma- 
nent registration. He summoned two legislators and 
gave orders that a bill embodying the reform be 
passed. “I told Senator Casey that I wanted a 
permanent registration pill put through and that it 
did not make any difference to me what its pro- 
visions. were,“ he said. A few days before, Pender- 
gast had been quoted as saying, “I can get along 
with any bill anyone else can.” 

The Kansas City bill appeared as if by magic, and 
proved to be a bill with which a political machine 
can “get along” very nicely. Though stronger in some 
respects than the administration bill for the entire 
State, it lacks the essential barrier to fraudulent 
voting, the requirement that voters sign their names, 
for comparison with a permanent signature file, 
before receiving ballots. 

A carefully prepared bill for Kansas City was 

languishing in committee. It is a good bill, 

t the machine obviously doesn’t want one that 
g Its spokesmen in the Legislature had con- 
demn he measure as “mechanically unfavorable,” 
just as St. Louis legislators had branded the well- 
drawn measures for this city, also sleeping in a 
pigeonhole as “tod: drastic.” 

St. Louis legislators have played a shabby role 
throughout, and especially at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings. The Kansas Citians, by their rapid-fire 
gesture, had stolen a march on the somnolent St. 
Louis group. This city’s members on the House 
Blections Committee bowed to the boss in approving 
the bill for his bailiwick.. Then they talked about 
taking a carbon copy of the Pendergast bill and 
applying it to St. Louis. They decided a slicker 
and less obvious strategy would be to. draft a. new 
bill, which has been done in record time. 

Mayor Dickmann’s special committee of election 
authorities and public-spirited citizens labored sev- 
eral months to produce the bill on which rested the 
city’s hopes of eliminating fraudulent elections. This 
bill is out of consideration. In its place is the bill 
dictated to two stenographers in a few hours by 
Representative Maurice Schechter. 

This was prepared shortly after the arrival in 
Jefferson City, ostensibly on other business, of Chair- 
man Hannegan of the Democratic City Committee, 
James A. Waechter, chairman of the Election Board 
fired by Gov. Park last year, and Jimmy Miller, 
Little Caesar of the Fourth Ward, who “votes em 
like a machine.” The St. Louis group had to keep 
up with the Pendergast henchmen in paying lip 
service to permanent registration, so a slapped- 
together and inadequate measure displaces ‘the ad- 
mirable draft of the Mayor’s committee. 

The Schechter measure artfully whittles away 
numerdus safeguards of the original bill. They are 
minor details, but they were put in to help obtain 
honest elections for St. Louis, and now they are out. 
The major omission,*the omission that brands the 
bill as a farcical makeshift, is the absence of the 
signature requirement. 

Election thieves can pass themselves off at the 
polls as other persons, or as fictitious persons, but 
they cannot successfully imitate signatures. Other 
cities have found the provision/an effective barrier 
against the crooks, and have found that it does not 
slow up voting, as some St. Louis legislators charge. 
But no, it is “too drastic.” Besides, Boss Tom 
doesn't have that feature in his bill, and he is the 
prevailing model. N 

What are the St. Louis legislators thinking of? 
With an adequate bill for this city awaiting their 
attention, they hide it away and blindly follow the 
dictates of one of the country’s most unscrupulous 
political machines. Bogs Tom took snuff, and the 
legislators sneezed in unison. Pendergast may run 
Kansas City, he may run the Legislature, but since 
when. has he been running St. Louis? 

Citizens of St. Louis and Kansas City have become 
thoroughly disgusted with the prevalence of election 
frauds under their cities’ present archaic systems.

Norman Hapgood is dead at 69. He leaves a record 
of continuous journalistic activity, dating from his 
graduation at Harvard in 1890. Half a dozen 
thoughtful books carry his name The generation of 
today has met him in the country’s liberal forums. 
It has met him, too, in the political news, as the 
counselor of candidates and commentator on policies 
of front-page import. It found him instructive, en- 
gaging, bursting with information, watching the 
swirl of events as a detached observer. 

To the generation of a fast receding yesterday, 
Norman Hapgood was the meteor of the magazine 
skies. 

It was as editor of Collier’s that Norman Hapgood, 
in his flaming thirties, reached his peak. He truly 
made that publication what it professed to be—“The 
National Weekly.” His two pages of editorials swept 
across the continent, clothed in thunder, sparkling 
with humor, running the gamut of human interest 
from the spectacular baseball leadership of McGraw 
of the Giants to the affairs of “the captains and the 
kings.” Pavlowa had come out of Russia to recite 
tragedy in the wordless grace of a flying spirit, 
moving to raptures such poets as Dana Burnet and 
Don Marquis. Genee.came, too, to dance the triumph 
of France, and Hapgood’s prose wrought a poem of

A ringing message on the necessity for taking the 
selection of judges out of politics was brought to 
St. Louis this k by John Perry Wood of Los 


Boss Tom gave indication about 10 days ago that Angeles, an officer of the American Bar Association, 


who has concerned himself with eradicating this evil 
influence upon the country’s judiciary, Speaking at 
the annual dinner of the St. Louls Bar Association, 
Mr. Wood told how the present election system ‘lowers 
the standard of judicial candidates and brings unfit 
men into office. “Too often,” he said, “those elected 


to the bench are the most competent exponents of 


ballyhoo.” | 
The speaker was polite in his references to St. 


Louis, but the results of the system have been visible 


here in several glaring instances. 

Mr. Wood's address should serve as an inspiration 
to the St. Louis bar in its efforts to obtain a new 
system whereby merit, not political influence, will be 
the prime factor in the selection of Judges. A com- 
mittee of the local association now is studying the 
problem, and Mr. Wood’s advocacy of the dual agency 
plan should have great weight with its members. 
Under this plan; nominations are made by an ad- 
visory board, appointment is made by the Governor, 
and the people vote, at the end of the incumbent’s 
term, on whether he shall be retained or replaced. 


Direct election of Judges in Missouri, as elsewhere, 


has notoriously failed. It is time for a new plan, and 
the Los Angeles visitor has given good counsel. 
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MENACE OF THE MERRY-GO-ROUND. 

“Merry-go-rounds,” says a resolution adopted by 
the Junior Conference of the National Federation of 
Music Clubs, “merry-go-rounds play an inferior grade 
of jazz which is destroying the musical ideals of 
young America.” Whereupon the members pledge 
themselves to a stirring crusade, to induce the 
merry-go-round owners of America to present a more 
elevated repertoire. 

Here is a fine cultural cause, one inspired by the 
highest motives, but it will have to go on without our 
support, committed though we are to all the better 
things. We are unqualifiedly for the old-fashioned 
carousel—one-eyed horses, brass rings, lovers’ tub, 
wheezing calliope and all. If its musical menu con- 
sists of “In the Good Old Summer Time” and two 
or three other aged numbers, so be it. Nature in- 
tended merry-go-rounds to tootle just such melodies, 
and the worst thing that could happen to the music 
clubs would be for their campaign to succeed. Sup- 
pose a committee does persuade a concessionnaire 
to install a program of Bach, Beethoven and 
Brahms; the butchery would be fearful to hear and 
the “musical ideals of young America” would be shat- 
tered beyond repair. 

We suggest another crusade: to keep the music 
clubs away from the carnival lots and pisnic grounds 
and amusement parks of our country. Let discord 
reign unconfined, let the ballads of yester-year blare 
Merry-go-round music can't 
be reformed without being abolished, and those who 
don’t like it can turn on the radio. 
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TO THE HISTORIANS. 
It was time the lively members of the Mississipp!

Lawyers and the Public Welfare 


Despite progress made, much remains to be done to raise admittance and disciplinary 
standards, says former head of bar association; urges public to take more interest 
in problems; would remove selection of Judges from politics; finds the majority of 
lawyers inclined to obstruct rather than give constructive guidance in publie affairs. 


a part of the administration of justice 

under law cannot be brought about by 
any ready-made formula, any single course 
of action. It took England more than 50 
years to develop and adopt the Judicature 
Act, which was only a part of the advance. 
Many forward-looking steps need to be con- 
sidered in this country. 

Change is not always progress; often well- 
meant. measures have unforeseen conse- 
quences; many steps backward are taken in 
the cycle of advance. Without trying to 
rate their relative importance, by placing 
them in order, I state the objectives which 
seem urgent! 

First, I place a practical realization, by 
courts and practicing lawyers, that the lat- 
ter are officers of the courts and a part of 
the agencies for administering justice ac- 
cording to law; that the state courts are 
completely responsible for the education, 
training, character and conduct of those who 
are admitted to the bar and of those who are 
permitted to remain members of the bar; 


Ja part of the : of the legal profession as 


should provide the machinery to make these 
common responsibilities effective. 

The great advance which has taken place 
in the raising of qualifications for admission 
to the bar spans barely 20 years, and the 
gains through what has been done will be 
realized only in part during the present gen- 
eration. Literally, this matter of standards 
for admission and discipline for continuance 
is still in an experimental stage. Every pro- 
spective candidate for the bar will some day, 
I think, be placed under the sponsorship and 
supervision of a senior lawyer, who will un- 
dertake a considerable responsibility for his 
training, character and aptitude for honor- 
able and competent work in the profession. 


Second, the general public, especially the 
leaders of public opinion and legislative 
activity, should realize and act upon their 
responsibility for the improvement of the 
administration of justice.

It takes more than one swallow to 
make a summer, and considering 
the aptitude of the administration 
for going in two opposite directions 
at the same time, it is too early to 
say that the Aluminum suit and Mr. 
Cummings’ letter really signify the 
return of the New Deal to the his- 
toric principles of American pro- 
gressivism. But I should like to be- 
lieve that they do signify that. 

For on the road now indicated, 
it would be possible to reform the 
abuses of capitalism without set- 
ting up an intolerably powerful and 
irresponsible form of personal gov- 
ernment.

Among the leaders of big busi- 
ness, the time may be at hand when 
they must make the same kind of 
decisive change of policy which 
they have recently made in regard 
to the recognition of the unions. 
The far-sighted among them must 
know that private monopoly is in 
the long run as impossible a policy 
as the refusal to bargain with the 
freely chosem representatives of 
their employes. 

The kind of “freedom” they had 
in the post-war era, the freedom to 
practice monopoly behind exclusive 
tariff walls and to deal autocratic- 
ally with labor, they are not likely 
to see 

Nor ought they wish to see it 
again. For that kind of thing, if 
persistently pursued, destroys the 
moral foundations of private enter- 
prise and of private property. If 
big business men try to practice a 
private socialism, inevitably they 
will push the country into some 
form of public socialism. The real 
propagandists of collectivism in 
America are not the Marxian ora- 
tors, but the promoters of private 
monopoly. 


So if they are wise, and if they 
are loyal to the pledges made by 
the Republican party in the recent 
campaign, the enlightened leaders 
of big business, the industrialists 
of the caliber of Myron Taylor, will 
take seriously this movement to 
end monopoly and restore compe- 
tition. 

It may disturb many arrange- 
ments which seem to be working 
satisfactorily. Nevertheless, they 
will serve the country better, and 
their own interests as well, if they 
start to revise theirgown policies 
and come forward ready to co-oper- 
ate with Congress in strengthening 
the laws against monopoly and com- 
binations in restraint of trade. 
They can really take no other 
course. For the practice of private 
monopoly in the vital industries

An incidental reason, the women 
declared, was the committee’s deci- 
sion, against its own judgment, to 
extend relief to striking workers, in 
response to a request by Crossley. 

Those who resigned were Mrs. 
Charles M. Rice, 1 Oak Knoll, Clay- 
ton; Mrs. Edwin H. Steedman, 32 
Westmoreland place, and Mrs. Ed- 
ward J. Walsh, 4349 Westminster 
place. 

All three belonged to this com- 
mittee and its predecessor, the Citi- 


. | zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- 


ployment, for the last seven years. 

Crossley, at Jefferson City today, 
said the State policy was that of 
the Federal administration and 
must extend to the entire State, If 
the women did not believe in that 
policy they were right in resigning, 
he declared. The policy, he added, 
was to “help those in need, regard- 
less of who they are” and regard- 
less of whether they are strikers. 

In her letter to Crossley last 
night, Mrs. Rice said that since the 
committee was not “free to deter- 
mine its own policy any longer, I 
feel that my services can be of no 
avail.” To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
she declared that the organization 
had departed from its original 
status as a true citizen group. 

“Had to Conform Strictly.” 

Mrs. Steedman’s resignation, sent 
Tuesday, said that the committee 
now had to “conform strictly” to 
policies dictated by the State ad- 
ministrator and that she could not 
conform to those policies, She added, 
to the reporter, that she saw no 
reason for remaining in the work 
with the growing trend towards 
State dictation of expenditures 
against the advice of the commit- 
tee’s trained social workers. 

It was the committee’s purpose 
when she joined it, said Mrs. 
Walsh’s letter last night, to “admin- 
ister relief to those unemployed be- 
cause of circumstances beyond their 
control,” but, she concluded, “As 
the purpose and policy of the com- 
mittee has been changed I beg to 
present my resignation.” 
“Originally this was a city com- 
mittee,” Mrs. Walsh said to the re- 
porter, “but there has been a grad- 
ual change to a State agency. We 
have to have it but it is not quite 
the thing I want to serve on. I 
am not quitting in a huff, but con- 
ditions have changed. Strikers’ re- 
lief has some bearing on this; I 
think that anyone who really wants 
work can get work now.” 

Comment by Connett. 
William C. Connett, chairman of 
the committee, said the resignations 
constituted a loss to the unemployed 
needing help, because of the wom- 
ens’ sincere understanding of the 
problem.

Death of Lewis Smith, 16-year- 
old Kirkwood High School student, 
who was found dead in bed at his

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CHIMNEY “SWIFTS HERE 
By Robert A. Randolph 


shorter than the English spar- 

row but one of the fastest fly- 
ing birds in the world, has re- 
turned to St. Louis for the nest 
ing season. Members of the St. 
Louis Bird Club have observed 
them in great numbers during the 
last few days. Since the swift is 
unusual in color, flight and nesting 
habits, there is little difficulty in 
identifying it. 


Because it has extremely long 
wings for such a stubby body, the 
swift is often described as a “cigar 
with wings” or as an “aerial tor- 
pedo.” These powerful wings are 
quite flat in contrast to the camber, 
or concave form, found in large, 
slow flying birds such as the heron 
or albatross. Bowed inward at the 
tips, they appear to move alter- 
nately instead of in unison but slow 
motion pictures have shown that 
this is an optical illusion largely 
due to the shape and formation 
of the wing. The swift alternates 
its rapid strokes with periods of 
sailing about on stiff-set wings. Al- 
though not a singer, it utters twit- 
tering high-pitched notes as it flies 
about, sometimes at such a rate that 
the notes almost become a song. 

In color, the swift is somber, be- 
ing a deep, sooty brown except for 
a lighter coloration on the throat 
and breast. The feathers on the 
tall, Which is so short that it hard- 
ly is noticeable, each end in a sharp 
spike, This spiked tail enables the 
swift to prop itself from behind 
as it clings to the inside of the 
chimney or hollow tree in which 
the nest is generally made. The

Ornithologists estimate that the 
swift, which is never séen perching, 
flies from 500 to 1000 miles a day 
as it cruises about looking for in- 
sects. Its wide bill forms a regu- 
lar scoop which is admirably suited 
to a bird that gets all its meals 
on the wing. Mosquitoes and flies 
are the staples of its diet. 

It is now assumed that the swifts 
winter in Central America and 
northern South America but for 
many years it was a common be- 
lief that the swift hibernated in

Where is he to 
go? Is there a clean, pleasant 
free place for him to spend his 
spare time?

Schools 
have no use for the boys who have 
been graduated and turned loose. 
Communities have made no pro- 
vision for them. They have to pro- 
vide for themselves, and the corner 
is about all that is left them.

A survey of the boys 
that are loose, without schools, 
without work, without means of 
getting either, would waken the 
community to their needs. Pro- 
vide for them as they need to be 
provided for, individually. Use the 
school machinery for this and em- 
ploy more teachers. By using the 
machinery we have, much could be 
done. The time is passing. ‘These 
boys are growing up to be citizens 
with the right to vote. We ought 
to have sense enough to protect one 
quality of our citizenry.
